Charles Brooks, 25, 4321 North Sixty-second street, was 


killed almost instantly when the fly-wheel of the power- 
saw outfit with which he was cutting wood at the William 
Miller residence. 6741 Platte avenue, broke and struck him 
in the stomach, a few minutes after noon Tuesday. Brooks 
died in an automobile while being taken to the business sec- 
tion of Havelock. 


"When tbe break occurred, a large 
section of the wheel shot from the ; 
shaft of the gasoline engine and 
struct Brooks. wno stood a Jew 
feet away, according to his brother. 
Earl.Ripped Through Clothing. 
The wheel ripped t h r o u g h 
Charles' clothing and tore the flesh 
from his lower abdomen. Officer

Half a dozen petitions 
now are pending to bring up non- 
administration bills on which com- 
mittees hare not acted. The one 
with the most signatures—56 today 
—calls for immediate cash payment 
of the bonus.

Norman Thomas Says 


New Deal Is Doomed 


Believe It Will Take a Sharp Turn 


Either To Fascism Or 
Socialistic Rule. 


OMAHA, Jan. 9—(AP)—Norman 


Thomas, leader of the socialist party 
in the United States, told a capacity 
crowd at the Jewish community 
center here last night that the new 
deal could not continue along its 
present path. Thomas asserted that 
the new deal would have to turn 
shortly to the right—a right, he 
said, that closely resembles fascism 
—or to the left—a left which he des-

Enunciating a principle which is 


expected to rule the court in con- 
sidering "new deal" legislation, the 
chief justice said: 
"It is manifest from this review 


of our decisions that there has 
>een a growing appreciation 
of 


public needs and. of the necessity 
>f finding ground for a rational 
compromise bet ween individual 
rights and public welfare." 
State's Rights Affected. 


After declaring the growing com- 


plexity of economic interests "have 
nevitably led to an increased use 
of the organization of society in 
order to protect the very bases of 
ndividual opportunity," he added: 


"Where, in earlier days, it was 
;hought that only the concerns of 
ndividuals or of classes were in- 
volved, and that those of the state 
tself were touched only remotely, 
it has later been found that the 
:undamental interests of the state 
are directly tiffected; and that the 
question is no longer merely that 
of one yarty to a 
contract as 
against means to safeguard of rea- 
sonable means 
to 
safeguard the 
economic structure 
upon which 
the good of all depends." 
The chief justice, however, em- 
phasized that emergency economic 
jonditions in themselves do not 
create power—the constitution, 
he 
said, was adopted in a time of 
emergency. Emergency, he 
said, 


may call for the exercise of power. 
Sutherland Attacks Ruling. 
Justice Sutherland, 
who wrote 
the dissenting opinion, who held 
the Minnesota law clearly impaired 
the terms of a contract, in viola- 
tion of the constitution, said of the 
majority decision: 
"Few questions of greater mo- 
ment than that just decided have 
been admitted for judicial inquiry 
during this generation. He simply 
closes his eyes to the 
necessary 


implications of the decision who 
fails to see in it the potentiality of 
future gradual but ever-advancing 
encroachments upon the 
sanctity 


of public and private contracts. 
"The effect of the Minnesota 
legislation, though serious enough 
in itself, is of trivial consequence 
compared to the far more serious 
and dangerous inroads upon the 
limitations of the constitution 
which are almost certain to ensue 
as a consequence naturally follow- 
ing any steps beyond the 
boun- 
daries fixed by that instrument." 
The high court has before it one 
other "new deal" legislation case 
of wide importance, the New York 
milk price fixing law.

OberHes Hedges. 


The controversy flared up when 


Commissioner Harm demanded that 
the council set aside the health 
board personnel by approving a list 
which he submitted. L. C. Oberlies 
protested. So did Fleming and Bair, 
but Oberlies stated that he would 
not vote for either list and there 
was a deadlock. 
Oberlies contended that as city 


jeasurer it was his duty to oppose 
Jky move that would run the health 
department to a deficit at the end 
of the fiscal year. Harm, supported 
by Doerr insisted he was not being 
treated fairly by the health council, 
and Doerr contended that Dr. M. F. 
Arnholt had snubbed Harm, head of 
the health departmc i, by not show- 
ing the latter the list of names sub- 
mitted to the health group. 
Debate Finances. 


Before the argument was many 


minutes old, the matter of finances 
was injected, Commissioners Doerr 
and Oberlies insisting that 
the 


setup 
proposed 
by the health 


board "cannot be maintained 
on 


the money that will be available." 


According to Oberlies, tax 
col- 


lections will not reach 80 per cent 
of the levy. They probably will 
not be over 77 per cent, he de- 


"In ' that 
event," George L.

board said, "we will stay within 
the collections, no matter

low they go. 
Our setup contem- 


plates that. We have made salary 
cuts.

THIS NEW DAY. 


»Y A split decision of five to four, the United 


States supreme court in Washington Monday 


gave its interpretation of individual rights during the 
last three years of economic emergency. It was a 
liberal triumph of momentous and far-reaching sig- 
nificance, for it seemingly fore-shadows an opinion 
by the court upholding the constitutionality of the 
Roosevelt recovery program, which has been chal- 
lenged sharply in a number of suits filed in recent 
weeks. 


The lines were drawn closely. 
On the side of the majority opinion were Chief 


Justice Hughes, and Justices Brandeis, Stone, Roberts, 
and Cardozo. In vigorous dissent on the ground that 
the law in question—the Minnesota moratorium act 
—clearly impaired the terms of a contract and vio- 
lated the constitution, were Justices McReynolds, 
Vandevanter, Sutherland, and Butler. 


But to understand the full implications of the de- 


cision, the language appearing in the majority opin- 
ion furnishes the best opportunity: 


"It is manifest from this review of our decisions 


that there has been a growing appreciation of pub- 
lic needs and of the necessity of finding ground for 
a rational compromise between individual rights and 
public welfare. The growing complexities of econom- 
ic interests inevitably have led to an increased use 
of the organization of society in order to protect the 
very basis of individual opportunity. Where, in earli- 
er days, it was thought that only the concerns of in- 
dividuals or of classes were involved, and that those 
of the state itself were touched * only remotely, it 
later has been found that the fundamental interests 
of tne state are directly affected; 
and that the 


question is no longer merely that of one party to a 
contract as against another, but the use of reason- 
able means to safeguard the economic structure upon 
which the good of all depends." 


CRITICISING A SENTENCE. 
T 


HE protest of the head of St. James orphanage 


in Omaha over the lightness of the sentence 


pronounced against the man McDonald, who abduct- 
ed a small boy from the orphanage, would seem to 
be in a measure justified. The man admittedly stole 
the child for the purpose of using him in the com- 
mission of crimes, yet he was given only twelve years 
in the penitentiary. 


One cannot help wondering why, in the light of the 


story told by him, he was not complained against 
under the habitual criminal law. He told officials, 
according to their statements, that he previously used 
a boy in the commission of a robbery, as he proposed 
to use the little fellow whom he inveigled into leav- 
ing the Omaha institution. Furthermore, he stated 
that he had on a number of occasions been sentenced 
to prisons, in which he had spent tne greater part of 
his mature years. 


The manner in which he talked of his escapades 


demonstrated that he is entirely void of moral per- 
ception, and clearly indicated that he has no thought 
of reforming his ways. That being the case it would 
seem that no fitter subject for the habitual criminal 
law could have been found. 


"I didn't think they'd care much about one child; 


I supposed they had so many they wouldn't care 
much if they lost one," McDonald was quoted as 
saying. It would seem to most people that a man 
who could give utterance to such a thought could 
not safely be permitted at large and that he should 
be prosecuted under the most drastic law and sen- 
tenced to the limit. 


It is not necessary to question the motives of either 


the county attorney of Douglas county or the judge 
who sentenced McDonald, in criticising the action 
taken. They just didn't seem to take the same view 
of the case that many other people have taken. The 
superintendent of the orphanage said that to steal 
a child for the purpose of bringing the youngster up 
in a life of crime was worse than stealing one for the 
purpose of extortion; and there are many who will 
agree with this statement. 


However, it is to be hoped that McDonald will dis- 


appoint the critics and that he will emerge from 
prison a wiser and better man.

AT is a broad statement of principle. To the 
executive and legislative branches 
of govern- 


ment, the judiciary now adds its confirmation that 
in times of peace, emergencies may arise which war- 
rant an exercise of power on the part of the sov- 
ereign states which heretofore have been recognized 
only as a part of martial law. If under these cir- 
cumstances, it becomes necessary to set aside or to 
nullify individual rights, the court acquiesces in that 
action. Those of conservative mind will see in it the 
erection of a superstate, possessing virtual dictatorial 
powers for the purpose of achieving what is con- 
strued to be for the good of the majority. 


It is to be believed that every other milestone in 


growth of law and in the extension of constitutional 
progress may have created the same concern, the 
same chills, and the same alarm. Every time the 
American people move forward through court deci- 
sion to abridge individual rights and to add to the 
already impressive structure of government through 
limitation on individual action, there have been 
those who read into it % threat against the institu- 
tions of free government. Actually, the American ex- 
periment was such A Btep in itself. It overturned all 
previous systems. Jtaat at Justice Hughes 
observes 


philosophically, the constitution itself was drafted 
during a period at emergency. 


In its broad scope, then, there need be no appre- 


hension that tbe supreme court has suspended per- 
manently the law of contract. Nothing in the deci- 
sion attempts to pass upon that question. It' mere- 
lr recognizes the emergency, and then goes on to 
•ay that while an economic storm is raging, the cir- 
cumstances justifx intervention by the state in order 
to protect those for wfiose welfare it is responsible. 
What happens after the period of stress is another 
question. How and when it is to be determined that 
the emergency has ended goes unanswered. In most 
of tbe moratorium legislation, there was an attempt 
to fix definitely the limits during which payments 
both of interest and of principle could be suspended. 


ON ICY STREETS. 
r iS a field of legitimate speculation as to why 


harsh nature imposes another burden upon peo- 


ple in the form of icy streets. When rain and mist 
descend, why cant they soak into the ground in cir- 
cumspect fashion, instead of freezing to provide 
hazardous footing? When snow falls and melts, why 
need it later freeze to furnish the unwelcome founda- 
tion for amazing acrobatic feats? 


These questions seem superfluous to any one who 


has lived in Nebraska for a considerable period of 
time. 


And yet, Mr. Bumptious was headed for town the 


other day, well pleased with the world, and more 
particularly with himself. He had, it was very evi- 
dent from the expression on his face, very little idea 
of what was about to happen. But his feet and his 
legs flew out, his arms fanned the air, and he sat 
down none too gently. He did a very characteristic 
thing. He looked around to see if any one were 
watching him. Having satisfied himself 
on that 


score, he took an inventory of the emergency which 
had arisen, leisurely got his bearings, brushed him- 
self off, and with a new born spirit of caution and 
humility, proceeded on his way. It is possible to re- 
late this episode because its hero was far less in- 
jured physically than mentally.

philosopher dryly observed a good many years ago. 
In that light, perhaps suffering mankind can see 
some good points about icy streets. There is no tell- 
ing what might happen to ths human ego in the 
event that an all wise nature did not make provision 
for the absurdity and the ridiculousness of an un- 
expected tumble. For, mind you, few are endowed 
with the special grace to tumble unexpectedly with- 
out its comical aspects, together with real and fan- 
cied hurts. Some enterprising genius who can de- 
vise a pair of soles to be slipped on conveniently 
when needed, which are 100 per cent proof against 
falling on icy sidewalks, may give J. P. Morgan a 
run for his money.

It is often said by socialists that 
in striking contrast to other coun- 
tries there is no unemployment in 
Russia. Tet critics of the Soviet as- 
sert there is a great deal of unem- 
ployment there. 
What is the 


truth? 
ANSWER. 


The iruth is exceedingly difficult 
to ascertain and is as often denied 
as stated. But you can accept the 
statement that tens of thousands of 
government employees in Russia 
have been dismissed in order to ef- 
fect absolutely necessary economies. 
In March, 1933, it was credibly re- 
ported that 150,000 workers in fac- 
tories and on public enterprises re- 
ceived notice to quit at one fell 
swoop, and that thousands more in 
various occupations were thrown on 
the street. The total thus dis- 
charged ran into hundreds of thou- 
sands. 
What becomes of these unfortu- 
nates? 
They have to get out, 


which means they must leave their 
homes and live outside the pro- 
tected zones sixty or more miles 
away. Each important employment 
center, and Moscow in particular, 
has a zone of this kind and no 
workless person is allowed to enter 
it. Inside it those who have a job 
fare as best they can. You may 
imagine what it means to be be- 
yond it. 
When outside that center the un- 


employed man and his family must 
fend for themselves, and their one 
hope for relief is to obtain other 
employment. So long as that is not 
possible they are prohibited from 
coming within 
the 
local center 


where the employed are concen- 
trated and a non-protected area 
passport prevents their return to a 
protected one. 
A temble situation, is it not? 
homeless and 
foodless, 
without 
proper provision of any kind, these 
victims of a gigantic economic ex- 
periment have to take pot luck. So 
far as I- can ascertain the Soviet 
does nothing for them. And as to 
their being no unemployment in 
Russia, well, "I'm from Missouri" on 
that question.

GREAT ADVANCES ARE MADE 


IN TUBERCULOSIS CONQUEST 
We have been reminded during 
the recent campaign for Bed Cross 
Christmas seals of the great. ad- 
vances that have been made in the 
conquest of 
t u b e r c u losis. 
Most of these 
advances have 
been based upon 
a fuller know- 
ledge of the dis- 
ease. 
In no field 


have these studi- 
es been more 
fruitful than in 
that of the 
nature of tuber- 
culosis in child- 
hood. 
Ourpresent -=j- 


conception of tu- 
ur 


berculosis is summarized as follows: 


1. That infection with the tu- 


bercle bacillus is much more preva- 
lent especially among children.'than 
was formerly believed. 
2 That not only the human, but 
the bovine bacillus is pathogenic for 
man. 
3. That the aspiration of bacilli, 
disseminated by active ca<=cs. is the 
most frequent form of infection. 
4. That the primary focus is usu- 


ally found in the lime. 
5 That rest, light, air and a low 
carbohydrate diet arc our chief ther- 
apeutic measures. 
What do these conclusions mean? 


They can be explained under three 
headings 
First, we believe today that tuber- 
culosis almost invariable begins in 
childhood- It lasts during the entire 
life of the individual and changes 
its aspects in the course of time so 
that the nature of thr disease in 
childhood is entirely different from 
what it is in adult life. 
Secondly, these statements indi- 
cate that most infection come> from 
contact with other human beings 
who have the disease. It is known 
that there are five forms of tuber- 
culosis, that existing in the human 
bring and in the cow 'there are 
other forms such as bird tuber- 
culosis, but this probably has no 
significance for the human form of , 
the disease). 
It is also known that fitter the 


human or the bovine tia1xirc-u5osi'; 
can can.«e the disease ir, human be- I 
inrs. It was lone sijppc*rd that the 
bovine form of tuberculosis was an 
important fictor in infecting m- 
fants through the medium of mile 
from • toberculcias cow. How un-1 


important this "form of tuberculosis 
is at present may be seen in the 
figures of Blacklock, who made a 
study of infants and young chil- 
dren at Glasgow. In 107 cases of 
primary tuberculosis of the lungs 
in these children, only 3 cases were 
found in which cattle tuberculosis 
could be proved to exist. 
Thirdly, it indicates that the en- 
trance of the germ into the body is 
through the lungs by means o f the 
air which contains the germs, usual- 
ly from another human source. It 
was long supposed that since child- 
hood tuberculosis affects largely the 
lymphatic nodes of the neck and 
chest, the infection might enter the 
body by means of the tonsils. More 
exact studies have proved that air 
is the medium of conveyance, and 
that the first development is actu- 
al! in lung tissue itself. 
The significance of these studies 
and the diagnosis of childhood tu- 
berculosis will be discussed in the 
article tomorrow.

array of startling charges embrac- 
ing infidelity, vicious temper, vile 
language, c h a r a c ter assassination 
plots and niggardly financial set- 
tlements were heaped upon 
Rudy 
Vallee today by his actress-wife, the 
former Fay Webb, in a suit for sep- 
arate maintenance. 
The' brewing marital storm be- 
tween the young entertainer and the 
daughter of the police chief of San- 
ta Monica. Cal., about which warn- 
ing signals have been flying, broke 
in the form of a 21-page complaint, 
which was sealed by court order lor 
a time after being filed in the Sup- 
erior court here yesterday. 


At Vallee's own insistence 
the 
seals were broken and the charges 
became public. After he had read 
them, the curly-headed singer, act- 
or and orchestra leader, a recent ar- 
rival in Hollywood to make a motion 
picture dropped a hint that an anti- 
climax to this initial sensation was 
in the offing. 
"I will be very happy to classily 
the answer to certain 
paragraphs 


technically," he said. "I hope I never 
have to do this. I have no particular 
desire to blast the girl. But certain- 
ly I will have to defend myself and 
bring out the charges. I hope I do 
not have to do it, but if I do, we .will 
let Mrs. Vallee's own voice speak for 
itself and her letters also." 
Alice Faye Named. 
The dark-haired actress, who re- 
turned to her home, in suburban 
Santa Monica several weeks ago in 
an effort to regain her health, ac- 
cused Vallee of indiscretions with 
three women. She named only one, 
Alice Faye, actress and member of 
his troupe. The others were desig- 
nated as Jane Does. 
Mrs. Vallee alleged the singer's as- 


sociation with Miss Faye dated from 
January, 1933, and became so prom- 
inent tiie New York press referred 
to it. She said she confronted her 
husband, and Vallee and his New 
York attorney both told her the 
charges were untrue. Mrs. Vallee 
said she believed her husband. 
Shortly afterward she came to 
California and Vallee took his orch- 
estra to Miami, Pla.. where his wife 
claimed he engaged in "open and 
notorious" association with Miss 
Faye. 
Last fall. Mrs. Vallee said that 
"with brazen effrontery" he wrote a 
note in which he said, "Leonie, my 
first wife, was a fine woman and 
really loved me" and that 
he 
thought he would have perfect hap- 
piness in his third marriage. The 
Santa Monica girl is his second wife. 
Says DictapHone Installed. 


Mrs. Vallee said that after she re- 
turned to New York in the spring of 
1933 her husband, with a "sinister 
motive," placed a device in her 
apartment by which all telephone 
conversations were recorded.

said he was unable to obtain any 
evidence of infidelity on her part 
and so "in his haste and impatience" 
he threatened to obtain a divorce in 
Mexico. 
Plying her with liquor, 
sending 
her gifts and writing affectionate 
notes, she claimed he sought to 'lull' 
her into a false sense of security, 
meantime continuing his association 
with Miss Faye. He also, she said, 
undertook to systematically 
force 
her into a "shockingly and grossly

settlement, 
which through "complete ignorance"

beet industry, nearly 60 farmers 
unanimously approved an agreement 
authorizing the directorate of the 
association to negotiate with the 
great Western Sugar Co.. for a con- 
tract that will provide equal divi- 
sion of average net proceeds from 
the sael of sugar and by-products. 


Fanners expressed the 
opinion 


that the proposal is fair and many 
advocated cessation of beet raising 
for the season if the Great Western 
refused to accede to its terms. 


While the 1933 contract provided 


for equal division of receipts from 
the sale of sugar, based on a sliding 
scale controlled by individual sugar 
cotnent tests, the proposal for 1934 
asks a price per ton equal to "one 
half of the average net proceeds 
from the sale of sugar, molasses and 
pulp fro mthe average ton of beets."

The boos; in cigarette prices by leading 
companies from $o-50 to 46.10 a thousauu 
was somewhat of a surprise to ihe various 
"Wall street prophets, although quarters 
close to liie industry had been expecting an 
advance some time this spring. 


Brokerage houses reported tnat quite a 


sizeable snort interest had been built up 
in some of the tobacco stocks on the the- 
ory that most of the companies had suf- 
fered sharply reduced earnings, due partly 
to increased expenses under the recovery 
codes, and that the trade was still ex- 
posed to threats of the 10-cent cigarettes 
which leaped into the competitive arena 
last spring. 
Notwithstanding the upward flurry of 


leading equities, in the wake of tobaccos, 
commission houses expressed some disap- 
pointment at the pronounced decline in 
volume. 
With the reduced aggregates ot 


recent sessions it was said that most of 
the larger firms were hard-pressed to make 
expenses. 
Interesting statistics on the business 


recovery that occurred last year were pro- 
vided by the Amtrican Iron & Steel In- 
stitute ? report on iagot production for 
1933. 
Total output was 22,378,571 tons as 


compared with 13.322,833 in 1932. Average 
production wcs 33.95 per cent of capacity 
as against only 19.75 per cent the year be- 
fore. 
Incidentally, production increased 
sharply in December to an average of 
33.48 per cent ageinst 27.26 in November. 
The return flow of currency to banks 
following the holidays was reflected by 
the weekly condition statement of report- 
ing commercial member banks of the fed- 
eral rese-ve sys em. Net demand deposits 
rose ISS.OOu.OOO and time desopists ex- 
panded $12,000,000. 
Government deposits 
dropped $113,000,000 and there was a net 
decrease of $62,000,000 in government se- 
curity holdings at all reporting banks. The 
decline in this item for the New Yorfc dis- 
trict alone was $63,000,000. 
Foreign exchanges showed early firmness. 
Sterling opened % lent higher at $5.09% 
and Preach francs improved .02% cents 
to 6.12 cent.,. There was no change In the 
treasury gold price.

British Quota Doubled as 
American Pork Exports 


Are Increased. 


WASHINGTON, 
Jan. 


Bids for a better place in America's 
liquor market today were on file 
from more than 40 of the 54 nations 
maintaining diplomatic representa- 
tives here and the struggle for im- 
port licenses gave signs of contin- 
uing merrily. 


Although the federal alcohol con- 
trol commission a month ago fixed 
a tentative total of 5,595,137 million 
gallons, this alreadv has been far 
exceeded. Canada alone has been 
granted permits for about 7,000,000 
gallons of rye and bourbon whisky. 
One of the diplomatic liquor bat- 
tles was settled late yesterday be- 
tween Great Britain and the United 
States. T The final outcome was an 
agreement whereby this country's 
quota of 607,000 gallons was doubled. 
Interest centered today upon the 
amount of German wines that will 
be allowed in exchange for in- 
creased takings of American agri- 
cultural surpluses. 
The agreement to double Prance's 
initial wine quota of 784,000 gal- 
lons in exchange for the admission 
of approximately 1,000,000 bushels 
of apples and pears to France was 
only recently effected.

NEW YORK, Jan. 9—(AP)—Al- 
van Macauley, president of the Na- 
tional Automobile chamber of com- 
merce. today hailed the action of 
Gen. Hugh S. Johnson in modifying 
the automobile code to permit mo- 
tor plants to work employes 4( 
hours instead of the original 35 
hours stipulated. 


"This action, which I heartily ap- 
prove," he said, "will, in my opin- 
ion, improve the position of both 
automobile labor and the industry.' 
Johnson, in announcing the mod- 
ification yesterdav. said that step- 
ping up production next spring 
would, if the 35-hour schedule were 
adhered to, result in drawing to De- 
troit and other manufacturing cen- 
ters an excessive number of workers 
who would have to be laid off after 
the spring rush. 
Although this is the first such 
action taken in regard to an NRA 
code, Macauley said today that most 
codes for other industries provide 
for longer hours than 35 a week, 
the automobile code having been 
somewhat of an exception to the 
general rule in this regard.
